WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—James J. Hill, 
creator of the Great Northern Railway 
gystem, finished his vivid. recital of the 
story of the Mesaba range ores late this 
aftefnoon before the Stanley Steel Com- 
mittee. His testimony would have contin- 
ued to-morrow but.for his insistence that 
that day would be one of bis ‘very busy 
days,” and the committtee sat @n hour 
later to accommodate him. 

A vein of confidence that he would be 
able to take care of himself when the 
parting of the ways occurred between 
himt-and the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion marked Mr. Hill’s teestimony.. The 
corporation has announced {ts determina- 
tion to cancel its leases on the Hill ore 
tracts next January. This- will leave Mr. 
Hill some 65,000 acres on the Mesaba 
range containing, according to: his own 
estimate, 500,000,000 tons of ore, easily 
worth $750,000,000.. Chairman Stanley and 
his.colleagues.on the committee, in view 
of Andrew Carnegie’s recent testimony 
before’ them to the effect that the Stecl 
Corporation would not abandon the Hill 
ores if they were worth’ holding, tried 
hard to learn from Mr. Hill whether “he 
would be worsted by the proposed cancel- 
lation of these leases. _His bold retort 
was that he would be “quite comfort- 
able,” that the Hil) properties would take 
care. of themselves in any crisis, and that 
the Steel Corporation might do as it 
pleased—cancel or hold the /leases. 

A striking incident occurred.at the close 
of his ‘testimony after Mr. Hill had 
donned his hat and was waving an adieu,

MORSE ABOARD SHIP 
FOR MEDITERRANEAN 


He Sails To-day with Mrs. Morse, 
and Probably His Son, on 
the Raiserin Auguste. 











MOVES OUT UNDER COVER 


Left In the Night and at His Apart 
ment House it Was Said He Was 
Bound for Atlantic City. 


Charles W. Morse, the former banker, 
who was released by the President from 
the Federal Penitentiary in Atlanta’ a 
few weeks ago under a commutation 
of sentence on account of serious ill- 
ness, due to a combination of diseases 
that doctors had pronounced incurable; 
departed from. the “Milano. apartment 
house at 127 West Fifty-eighth Street last 
night, it was sald. for Atlantic City, but 
the fact is that.Mr. and Mrs. Morse,‘and 
probably Charles W. Morse, Jr, are 
among the passengers’ who will sail for 
the Mediterranean on the Hamburg-Amet- 
fcan liner Kalserin Auguste Victoria at 
10 o'clock this morning. 

Accompanied by Mrs, Morse, his son, and 
Dr. A..S. Fowler, Mr. Morse left his apart- 
ment-at 7:55 o’clock Jast night in a closed 
taxicab. The baggage consisted of four 
trunks, Employes of the Milano said the 
Morses had announced that Atlantic City 
was their destination, but it was not ex- 
plained why a night train, which prob- 
ably would necessitate a stopover in Phil- 
adelphia for the night and an arrival in 
that city at an unseemly hour for an 
invalid, had been selected tor the trip, 
instead of one of the fast no-change 
trains that run between New York and 
Atlantic City in the daytime. 

Fifty minutes after the Morse taxi¢ab 
left the Milano it arrived at the Hoboken 
docks of the Hamburg-American Line. 

A rolling chair had been placéd con- 

veniently near the place -where the taxi- 
cab stopped. Into this. chair Mr. Morse 
was assisted, and a pier employe rolled 
the chair.down the.pier to, the saloon 
gangplank. The party was received by 
an officer of the ship and shoWn to thé. 
quarters that had been reserved. 
‘Capt. Ruser was seen soon after the 
party went on board the Kaliserin, and 
was asked if Charles W: Morse was on 
board the liner. He answered that he 
was not. The purser and several of the 
junior officers of the liner gave the 
same answer, 

Dr. A. R. bowler, who accompanied Mr. 
Morse to this city from Atlanta, and who 
went with him to the ship, said last night 
at his apartments, 44 West Sixtieth 
Street, that Mr. Morse would eventually 
‘ake treatments at Bad Natheim. Mr. 
Morse had decided to take the sea trip 
and the baths upon his advice. 

**On the trip across,’ said Dr. Fowler, 
‘Mr. Morse will not be under the care 
of a private physician. He will be in the 
care of the ship's surgeon. I will go 
aboard the steamer to-morrow and will 
consult .with the ship’s surgeon prior to 
the sailing of the vessel. I will acquaint 
him with Mr. Morse’s condition. The sea 
trip will undoubtedly be beneficial to Mr. 
Morse as well as his wife.’’ 

Mrs. «Morse announced tn Atlanta that 
Mr. Morse would be taken to Bad Nau- 
heim, Germany, as soon as his, condition 
was sufficiently improved to warrant him 
irf making the voyage across the Atlantic. 
tt sailing on the -Kaiserin Auguste: Vic- 
teria Mr. Morse will be compelled to take 
a long rail journey, in order. to reach 
the baths at the German health resort. 
Had fie taken the Campania, which also 
sails to-day, the rail journey’to Bad Nau- 
heim would have been lessened by several 
hundred miles. The Kaliserin Auguste 
Victoria is sailing on a cruise to the 
Mediterranean and to Egypt. Among. the 
vorts she will stop at are Madeira, Gib- 
raltar, Algi@rs, Villefranche, - Genoa 
Naples and Port Said. The liner is book 
to capacity and the tourists who will be 
on ‘board come from all parts of the 
United Sthtes and Canada. 

Mr. Morse was served yesterday with 
papers in a civil suit that the Assets Re- 
alization Company is bringing against 
him in connection with some _ holdings 
which the company took over. F. E. M. 
Bullowa, the attorney for the Assets Re- 
alization Company, declined to reveal the 
exact nature of the suit. Nothing but 
the notice. of the summons to. Mr. Morse 
has been filed, and it is not known what 
the proceedings will be. 

The Assets Realization Company, which 
took over. the assets of the Morse banks, 
came into Beara of considerable 
amounts of Morse’s personal obligations 
in the shape of notes and contracts.

FEATHER ROBBERS RUN FREE 


Increase in Rates Makes’ Robberies 
Known—George B. Creveling and , 
Max Blanck Suffer. 


Burglary insurance rates On all sorts 
of easily transportable goods and meér- 
chandise have been raised. The new rates 
run from 10 to 50 per cent. higher than 
the rates of last year. 

A new class of insurable articles; has 


‘been created. Formerly there were three 


kinds of rates, $15, $18, and $24 a hundred. 
Now there are four rates, the. olf rates 
and a $380 rate. Many of the classes ¥ 
merchandise formerly insurable. at $ 
and $24 have been put in the new $30 
class. Other articles. insurable last’ year 
at $15 and $18 are this year in the §18 
and $24 classes, 

The rates .have been practically in- 
creased by new requiremerits, and by the 
cutting down of discounts. For instance, 
this year no fur or feather riske are ac 
cepted uniess there is complete wiring, 
all four walls and the floor and ceilings. 
This costs $50 to $500, according to the 
space occupied. The expense of an th- 
side watchman means about $200 a year 
additional. : 

Tn some cases the requirement that & 
complete wiring system be installed, with 
inside watchmen, has ‘been exacted of 
establishments ‘within one block of 4 
police station. The burglary Imsurance 
policies formerly gave a discount, of ,15 
per cent. when there were inside watch- 
men, and 6 per cent. when there were 
private watchmen on a block. ‘These 
discounts have been cut so greatly as to 
be almost negligible. In explaining~ the 
increase in. rates, the strictness of re- 
quirements, and the reduction of discounts 
@ prominent burglary insurance man sail 
yesterday: . 

“The past year was the worst’ fn the 
history of the companies doing a burglary 
insurance business. In no year have we 
had so many and such severe losses. Wo 
have been virtually running our business 
at a loss. The new rates are & measure 
of self-protection. : 

“The gang of feather and fur thieves 
which have caused so many of our heavy 
losses are still at large. They are very 
clever. ‘Their only tools seem to be an 
fron bar, @ rope, and an umbrella. They. 
break into. a.fleor above a. fur or.feather; 
establishment,’ prospect for an opening, 
and thei make a hole through .the cell- 
ing. .They insert the umbrella carefully, 
open it when through, and then safeguard 
noise from falling plaster by gathering 
the niaster in the, umbrella until their 
opening is wide enough to admit a man. 
They have. even gone through ceilings 
protected by wires, by carefully push- 
ing the wires to one side. They tse the 
umbrella afterward ag an elevator for 
the furs or feathers. -In one place they 
even set off the alarm and got away 
with $10,000 worth of goods. One place 
they, robbed twice. This was on Bond 
Street.” 

In some cases the burglaries of goods 
considered heavy and difficult to steal 
and hard to dispose of, have been so fre- 


quent that their classification has been 


raised. Thesé goods have been stolen 
by the wagon load. As a result of this 
class of burglaries, barbers’ cutlery and 
brass. goods have been raised from the 
$18 to the $24 class. Bric-&-brac, bronzes, 
ahtiques, and the like, formerly in the 
$24 class, and all light articles ere now 
in the $30. class. ‘ 

The expense of insurance against thieves 
to business men has also been inereased 
by the large number of wagon and horse 
burglaries. It is now almost impossible 
to get insurance for horges and wagons. 
Last year more than $1,000,000 of horses 
and wagons were stolen on the streets 
of ‘New York. All but one or two com- 
panies have ceased to insure horses and 
wagons. The rates quoted by the others 
are so high as to be almost prohibitive. 

In connection with the jncrease in rates 
on  commercial~ establishments. against 
burglary several use burglaries have 
been called to the attention of the police 
in the last few days.

I have-been accused of con- 
spiracy and deceit, and: a confessed 
felon ‘and. defamer of character has 
been held up as object of public sym- 
pathy. 

Under these circumstances, -I am 
anxious that there should be the full- 
est ‘possible investigation of all’ the 
facts connected with Brandt's crimes 
and conviction. I am.indifferent as to 
the form this Investigation may take, 
provided it is thorough, impartial, ex- 
haustive, and public. If the best way 
to secure this result is by reopening 
the judgment of conviction and plac- 
ing Brandt: on trial for the crimes: of 
which he was indicted, I hope that 
course will be pursued.

“No statute of limitations runs, be- 
cause the Court, even after the Judge 
may have imposed a sentence, may inter- 
vene in the interests of justice and se 
a judgment aside. Many’precedents exist 
and it is upon those precedents that we 
have made this motion. I do not deem 
it necessary to go into particulars at this 
moment, unless I know what the attitude 
of the District Attorney is.’ 

Mr. Towns knew that the attitude of the 
District Attorney was to securé a post- 
ponement of the Drape reesgey oa until after 
the decision of Justice Gerard on the 
writ of habeas corpus.

District Attorney Suggests Delay.

Instantly Judge Rosalsky rose to hig 
feet,.threw back the folds of his -black 
robe, and in a loud, distinct voice, pre- 
sented his’ side of the case.. It was a 
strange scene, this picture of a crimifal 
Judge defending himself in his own court 
and fighting to maintain a reputation for 
fairness. When he spoke about holding 
tlie scales of justice evenly his voice 
broke. 
Z “Two remedies were sued out,’’ he said, 
a writ of habeas corpus and a motion 
in this court. I am of the opinion, with- 
out attempting to influence the attitude of 
Mr, Justice Gerard as to his disposition 
of that application, that under the case of 
People against Sharp—Peeple ex rel. 
Sharp against Frost, 198 New York, that 
no. redress can be had in the Supreme 
Court. 

**Since the application was made before 
me, as you know, Judge Whitman, I have 
advised with our distinguished and learned 
Presiding Justice in this department, Mr. 
Justice Ingraham. I asked Mr. Justice

Ready to Act at Once.

I believed at the time that 
the circumstances in the case justified me 
in imposing the punishment which I did.

*“Public policy demands that even the 
first offender .who.commits a crime of 
violence should be severely dealt with in 
order that other evil disposed individuals 
may be deterred from transgressing the 
law. .To deal lightly with offenders sim- 
ply on the score of no previous convic- 
tion would result in a ‘multiplication of 
crimes of this character.

ANNOUNCEMENT BY. KING? 


One Expected To-day—Rivairy of Grey 
and Liloyd-George Comes 
to the Fore.

LONDON, Wednesday, @eb. 14.—Con- 
sols gained 5¢ yesterday as an outcome 
of the Stock Exchange’s belief that im- 
proved relations between England and 
Germany ‘will result from‘ Lord Hal- 
dane’s visit to Berlin. 

“Buying orders for British consols 
came from Berlin yesterday,” says The 
London Daily Telegraph this morning, 
“It was assumed-in consequence that 
something was really achieved by Lord 
Haldane’s mission. It was reported that 
an important announcement concerning 
Anglo-German relations would be made 
in the King’s speech to-day. 

“It was rumored also that the resig- 
nation of Mr. Asquith was imminent. 
The high. distinction conferred on Sir 
Edward Grey was taken by some san- 
guine spirits to mean that he succeeds 
to the Premiership. The rise also tes- 
tified to the. relief which would un- 
doubtedly pe felt if Lioyd-George was 
debarred ffom attaining that position.” 
The British War ‘Minister’s conversa- 
tions have already borne fruit in a) 
demonstration of the fact that in’ both | 
countries there exists a strong desire in 
responsible quarters to remove so far 
as possible all grounds for the inimical 
feeling which has recently marked their 
relations., This in itself is a good step 
toward the goal aimed-at, and the: ad- 
vance in consols reflected the opinion in 
the City that progress has been made 
toward that Anglo-German understand- 
ing which-a leading London banker re- 
cently said would solve the problem of 
the depreciation of the premier British 
security by sending them 10 points 
higher. 

- Besides relieving the tension between 
the two countries, it is already appar- 
ent that Lord Haldane’s visit has been 
productive of an arrangement for dip- 
lomatic pourparlers, which may event- 
ually lead:to negotiations for a definite 
Anglo-German agreement, covering all 
questions ‘that may arise between the 
two nations. 

Optimism in Both Capitals. 


The exact situation at present is that 
Lord Haldane submitted certain pro-! 
posals and received certain counter- 
proposals, which he brought back to 
London for the consideration of the 
Cabinet. As the terms of any agree- 
ment must necessarily be far-reaching 
and require delicate negotiation, it is 
not expected in the quarter from which 
I derive my information that any de- 
tailed official statement on the subject 
can, be made yet awhile. 

The feeling, both here and in Berlin 
official aircles, is optimistic as to a 
continuance of the “conversations” 
initiated by Lord Haldane. From this 
point onward, of course, they will be 
conducted’ through regular diplomatic 
channels. ? 

Meanwhile the King’s Garter honor 
for Sir-Edward Grey is the subject of 
much speculation, particularly as it re- 
lates to Haldane’s mission. The Daily 
Mail has the following suggestive para- 
graph: 

“The unprecedented honor may be 
regarded as a sign that Sir Edward 
Grey’s foreign policy, which is that ef 
the Government, commands the com- 
plete approval of the King and has no 
relation to Lord Haldane’s mission.” 

The Daily Mail follows this by a dis- 
patch ‘ffom a Berlin correspondent, 
saying: , 

“ With the sensitiveness and mistrust 
with which the German mind _now 
views every act of England, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s honor is promptly pilloried 
as the crowning proof of British ani- 
mosity toward the Fatherland.”

Thére was some discussion, and-it was 
finally decided that the good offices of 
the ladelphia section be tendered to 
the National body as well as the seced- 
ing’ séctions, with a@ view to the creating 
of a Conciliating Committee.

His enunciation was 
uncommonly g By some unaccount- 
able preference he had the accompani- 
ment. of thubert’s ,song “‘Dubist die 
Ruh” played on the organ instead of 
wien chubert’s own preference for 
the piano to prevail. The effect was not 
happy. especially as the accompanist, Mr. 
raun, who played the piano accom- 
paniments well, had some difficulty in 
manipulating the Carnegie Hall organ.

Dr. Rous Finds Evidence That 
Disease Is Not Organic, as 
Has Been Believed. 


HAS ELUDED THE MICROSCOPE 


Parasite’s Trail Now Found In Ex. 
periments on Fowls at the 
Rockefeller Institute. 


Prof. A. von Wassermann, Prof. Bhr- 
lich, and their associates who aré evolv- 
ing a specific remedy for cancer may have 
to change their belief that it is a disease 
of organic origin. They declared definite- 
ly in their preliminary report that it is 
not parasitic. 

Experiments on fowls, which have been 
conducted during the past two years by 
Dr. Peyton Rous in the laboratories of 
the Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search, tend to show ‘that malignant 
tumors are caused by a minute parasite 
not oe ght me 34 the most erful mi- 
crescope, ous found a chicken

ich the sarcoma originally occurr 

namely, barred Plymouth Rocks. Niné 
pure-bred fowls were injected in each 
breast with the filtrate; one slowly de- 

veloped a.sarcoma in each breast, and 
microscopic growths were later found in 
its lungs. e tumor thus develo’ was 
successfully transplanted to another fowl. 
Another experiment on twenty chickens 

failed. Dr. Rous persisted. In his next 
experiment the filtered solution was kept 
warm from the moment of its preparation. 
In four of,ten fowls inoculated into the 
muscle of ‘each breast with the fikrate 
there developed a sarcoma at one of the 
points of injection. 

The growths; which required several 
weeks to appear, then enlarged ‘with the 
average rapidity. Two of the fowls died, 
and their jes were found completely 
filled with the. cancerous tissue. Ten 
more young and vigorous hens were in- 
oculated, and eleven days later a tumor 
nodule could be detected in two of them; 
within twenty-eight days eight of the ten 
fowls showed tumor nodules. In every 
case the tumor’ resulting from injection of 
the - cell-freé filtrate iself furnished ma- 
terial capable of producing more tumors 
after injection 

With rapid transmissions from the orig- 
inal tumor, the rate of growth as well as 
the percentage of successful transplanta- 
tions is increased, as well as their spread 
throughout the bodily tissue. The tumors 
from the fowls inoculated with the filtrate 
have shown the same characteristics. In 
his report in the Journal of Experimental 
Medicine Dr. Rous says that young fowls 

are the most favorable subjects for inocu- 
lation, and “healthy, well-nourished ones 
ag: more suscep ble than the thin and 

Indeed, intercurrent illness of the host 
may cause the sarcoma transiently to dis- 
appear.” He adds 

The above traits have figured largely in 
current discussions of cancer etiology, and 
most of them kave-: been regarded as evi- 
dence against a epecific cause for the dis- 
ease extrinsic of the cells, Such evidence is 
vold, now that a growth has been found 
possesing the traits mentioned, yet trans- 
missible independently of its, cells. 

In his recént Bther Der. address Dr. 
Simon Flexner, director of the Rockefeller 
Institute, said that~ several contagious 
or: infectious diseases, like infantile 
by" germ scarlet fever, &c., were caused 

germs of ultra- -microscopic dimen- 

sions. He added that evidence is ac- 
cumulating to support the belief that 
many of the so-called or ic diseases 
began, originally, in an -infection. Dr. 
Rous, whose report is conservative and 
guarded, has- not finaly concluded that 
the erent agent active in the 
cancerous tissue of fowls is a minute 
Parasitic organism. He says, merely: 

“Analogy with several infections dis- 
eases of man and the lower animals, 
caused by ultra-microscopic . organisms, 
gives support to this view of ma findings, 
and at present work is being d frected to 
its experimental verification. 

The germ theory of cancer is not new, 
though not generally accepted. Dr. HBu- 
gana Doyan announced to the Academy 
of Medicine of Paris in 1901 that he had 
isolated by culture a _ micro-organism 
which he regarded as the specific cause 
of cancer,

MR. M’ANENY ON SUBWAYS. 
We have received from the City Club 
of Philadelphia the report of a talk 
given in that city by President Mc- 
ANENY of Manhattan on ““The Respon- 
sibility of the City Administration in 
Regard to Subway Construction.” The 
address is most valuable for the proof 
{t offers that the work of Mr. Mc- 
ANENY’s committee was begun with 
careful study of the actual situation 
and of its possibilities, resulting in the 
adoption of certain definite and sound 
principles which have been pursued pa- 
tiently, steadily, with tact, candor, and 
intelligence. The aim has been to 
make the best use of all available pres- 
ent construction, to secure what has 
already been gafhed, and tq provide 
with the greatest feasible certainty for 
the future so far as ft can be calculated. 
The problem has been approached as 
an essential part..of the general and 
lasting task of city building. In that 
task the furnishing of cheap and rapid 
means of getting to and from the homes 
of a rapidly increasing population 
reaching out over a very wide area is 
obviously a vital element. 

Every one will concede the general 
proposition. When we come to the 
practical application of it, it is not sim- 
ple. Some very earnest students of 
the situation have found a prompt solu- 
tion of the difficulty in quick and ex- 
tensive building and operation of tran- 
sit lines by the city. In the way of this 
attractive plan there are certain obsta- 
cles, some of them insuperable. In the 
first place, the city had not, when the 
matter was taken up, the money or the 
legal right to borrow the immense sums 
necessary to carry it out; the city has 
not that resource now, and will not 
have it in a long time. In the second 
place, it would obviously be sheer waste 
not to use, and use to the uttermost, 
the very valuable facilities already in 
existence. And such use is the more 
imperative because, under existing law, 
the city can secure extension of these 
facilities, with the clear right, in a rea- 
sonable time, to t&ke over the lines 
built and to lease or operate them as 
may seem best. 

Now, it is clear that if the city is to 
utilize existing lines and extend them 
under these conditions, it must, as @ 
matter of fairness and also’as a matter 
of sound business, accord to the cor- 
porations that control these lines the 
chance to make a reasonably. attractive 
profit. Fairness requires this very evi- 
dently, and sound business as well, 
since in no other way can the city get 
as much service and get it so cheaply. 
It may be said that the corporations 
should take long ,views and count on 
the sure and rapid growth of traffic. 
There are limits to that process. Capi- 
tal imposes them. When views become 
too long capital hesitates and draws 
back. On the other hand, the city can 
afford to take longer views than the 
capitalists, for it has a*resource that 
they: have not. They get from in- 
creased traffic only an increased num- 
ber of fares. The city may share this 
gain, under a proper agreement, and 
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revert to ‘the city, the authorities of the 
‘city may, and ‘ought to,.give terms, to 
corporations that, ‘would otherwise 
seem unwarranted, | Se 
Now this is the pibbieen on which Mr. 
MCANENY’s committee, made up from 
the Board of Estimate, and conferring 
with the Public Bervice Commission, 
has been working for the past year. It 
has been & toilsdme task, for one rea- 
son because at evéry stage the commit- 
tee ‘has proceeded with the greatest 
care as to facts, with the most minute 
and painstaking study by competent 
experts. Some of the facts thus estab- 
lished are of striking significance. In 
the last decade the number of rides 
increased just twice as fast as the pop- 
ulation, and on this ratio the city may 
expect that the 1,600,000,000 rides of 
last year will by 1921 .be at least 
2,500,000,000. -Again, 60. per cent. of 
the actual increase has been in the non- 
rush hours. 
Finally, says Mr. McAnzny, 
we see the development of new short- 
haul districts, new traffic centres, and 
‘new systems of handling the traffic; 
and we find the building up of new 
fixed routes by the people on their way 
to shop, store, counting house, and fac- 
tory. In other words, there is the up- 
growth of a lot of little cities, all 
through our system, each-with its own 
peculiar traffic. All these needs should. 
tend to increase rather than decrease 
as time goes on. We have no doubt 
whatsoever about the safety of the 
future. ae 
Whatever the outcome, the people of 
Manhattan and of the whole city have 
reason to be thankful that their great 
problem has been handled in so broad 
and intelligent a manner. 


FIGHT TO SAVE THE FUR SEAL. 

Efforts are being made in the lower 
house of Congress to “save the faces” 
of Secretary Nace. and his subordi- 
nates, Commissioner Bowmrs and W. I. 
Lempxery, by continuing indefinitely 
their unfettered authority to slaughter 
fur seals .on the Pribilof Islands. But 
friends of the fur seal industry pro- 
pose to amend the Sulzer bill by the in- 
sertion of a clause providing a ten- 
year close season for the recuperation 
of the decimated herds. It is quite 
certain that, by the end of this period, 
the seals would be ready to yield to 
the United States an annual net rev- 
enue of a million dollars or more. 

The effort to deprive Secretary Naceru 
of the power to continue the slaughter 
of “small” and “extra-small pup” 
seals, as he has been doing, is being 
resisted by the “experts” of the so- 
called advisory board on the fur scals. 
In the December issue of The National 
Geographic Magazine, Deputy. Fish 
Commissioner “Hues M. Smiru shows 
the sentiment of ‘the Fisheries Bureau 
by this declaration: 

By act of Congress of April 21, 1910, 
the renewal of the lease of the sealing 
privileges was made optional with the 
Secretary of Commerte and Labor. 

" It is not strange that the real friends 
of thé fur seal openly assert that the 
species is not safe in the hands of the 
Fisheries Bureau. The Sixty-first Con- 
gress and the President took particu- 
lar pains, at the behest of the Camp- 
Fire Club of America, to kill the odious 
leasing system of seal slaughter. 

From California Dr. DAvip 8. JonpAN 
has sent a telegram to Mr. SULZmR as- 
serting that Henry W. Bxuuiorr has 
for twenty years “led” the “ pelagic 
sealers’ lobby” at Washington. Now, 
it happens that Mr. EXtroTtT’s position 
regarding the fur seal neyor was 
stronger, or more correct, than it ip to- 
day. Dr. Jorpan's reckless assertion, 
nowhere more widely recognizable as 
baseless than in Congress, will prob- 
ably aid the cause of the fur seal. 

The contention is set up also by the 
experts, Drs. Jorpan, Luoas, and 
Townbenp, that if the seals have a 
long close season, such as the Russians 
proyided under compulsion of circum- 
stances in 1834, the surplus bulls would 
slaughter the females and trample the 
pups to death, wholesalé: It seems 
strange that these scientific gentlemen 
should so easily forget the teachings 
of Darwan; but it will be much more 
strange if such novel and fanciful the- 
ories, based on nothing whatever in 
the domain of observed facts, should 
deceive the House-.of Representatives. 

The fur seals greatly need a ten-year 
close season. They need immediate 
protection from the pup killers of the 
Bureau of Fisheries, and we hope that 
it will be accorded to-day in the Good- 
win amendment to the Sulzer bill.

IS CANCER INFECTIOUS? 


The. reports by Dr. Prrron Rovs of 


the Rockefeller Institute of a malig- 
nant growth In fowls 
transmitted by a solution freed of 
tumor cells, and strained through a 
filter that fs impervious to the 
bacilli, suggest at once that cancer is 
not an organic disease, but belongs to 
the group caused by ultra-microscopie 
parasites, — 

If this is g0, then Prof. vow- Wassmr- 
MANN, the eminent German’ chemist 
who is working with Prof. Huriicx to 
evolve a specific remedy for cancer, is 
wrong .in. saying that’ it attacks or- 
ganic cells only. Like salvarsan, HHR- 
LICH’s specific for a group of blood dis- 
eases, the new remedy must kill both 
the growths of diseased tissue and the 
parasites that produce them. Dr. 
SIMON FLEXNDR said recently that any 
df a large number of so-called organic 
diseases may eventually prove to be 
due to an original infection. But can- 
cer is certainly not readily infectious; 
in fact, there is no clinical evidence 
that it can be transmitted between. hu- 
man individuals. If it is due to invad- 
ing organisms, tests may be perfected 
to, find them before they can work 
mischief.

The nobility that' has 
no morethan that is in a pretty bad 
way, but, of course, the provision is in- 
tended to protect the high-class Manchus 
from the revenges of those whom they 
have ruled and exploited so long. They 
will, indeed, be lucky to escape exile and 
the confiscation of thelr property—the 
sort of treatment, for instance, that we 
gave the Tories after the Revolution, or 
the fate of the French nobles during and 
after the Terror. 

The fact is that the Manchus are not 
yet so badly beaten that they could not’ 
demand a high price for not prolonging 
the struggle with their dear subjects. 
For the great concessions in money and 
rank which they ask they only offer 
sacerdotal services, and these, in a coun- 
try which oan hardly be said to have a 
religion, cannot be considered very valu- 
Poble. :

Leon Rennay Tells of His Experience 
with the Soclety of Authors,

The attitude of Blair Fairchild toward 
the Société des Auteurs, Compositeurs 
et Editeurs, as reported in this morning's 
TIMES; must be commended by the mem- 
bers of his profession {n every country;

only the young ,composer but the artist 
upon whom he is dependent for the bring- 
ing. of his compositions before the public. 

yhen an @rtist assumes the expense of 
giving a: concert, he knows that he is 
liable for every deficit, and so, naturally, 
he takes every means of.keeping his lia- 
bilities as low as possible; ‘therefore if 
he has a choice between compositions he 
naturally eschews those for which he 

will be swooped upon by the société in 
several 


question. 

In my own experiences of etyt 
recitals in Italy during the last two 
years, before the law permitted me to 
present a programme to the public, my 
manager had first to submit a list of 
my selections to the representative of 
the Société des Auteurs.

The Chicago-Philadeiphia opera. com- 
Pany began its engagement at the Metro- 
politan Opera House last evening with a 
performance of “‘Carmen.” The New 
York public not having, apparently, 
enough opera of its own under the pres- 
ent dispensation, thronged.in gfeat num- 
bers to welcome the company, most, if 
not all, of whom weré old friends. The 
audience was one of ‘the largest of the 
season, bropenty in fact, as e as the 
Ahouse could ho 4. It was-a brilliant one 
as well; It may be Cory that Mr: 
Dippel, on his open night, put forward 
what he considered would most poterrtly 
attract and profundly interest the New 
York public, It would be pleasant to 
think that this was Bizet’s ‘‘ Carmen,” 
and not Miss Mary Garden's impersona- 
tion of the heroine; about which there 
has been so much- preliminary announce- 
ment, explanation, and general stimula- 
tion of public curiosity. And it was, per-* 
haps, after all Bizet’s opera that the audi- 
ence took most pleasure in. Miss Garden's 
Carmen did not prove to be a-matter to 
cause great ar ay commotion or to reyo- 
lutionize hitherto accepted ideas as to 
what thé part is, might, could, or should 
be. Miss Garden has added another to 
many interpretations of this operatic part 
that have been seen and heard in. New 
York, but it will not pass into operatic 
pueeey as one of the most notable of 
em, 

It -was a part of the acepted order of 
things at the Metropolitan Opera House 
that it should wait till the season was 
more than half over for ite performances 
of most of the French operas and that 
these. should be provided by the visiting 
company from Philadelphia and Chicago, 
“Carmen,” as it was thus prosentens 
Was given by a cast mostly made up 0 
artists who co-operated’in the perform- 
ances of which Mr. Hammerstein gave 
s0 many at his Manhattan Opera House. 
It was under the direction of Mr. Cam- 
panini, who was the moving spirit of 
those performances. And yet there was 
an uncomfortable feeling that some 
things essential that gave those perform- 
ances their distinction and their interest 
were tacking in this. There was less 

00d singing; there was less of the fine 
lavor and intensity that used to mark 
them. ; 

Mr. Campanini conducted with all his 
vitality, with all command over his forces 
in the orchestra and on the stage, and 
there was an abundance of spirit, some- 
times even of boisterousness, in it. 

Miss Garden’s Carmen was the.only ele- 
ment in the performance that was new 
to; the opera-loving public of New York, 
2 it was surprising how _ little 
_\ there was in it of originality or of that 
which makes a work of art interesting 
and vital. How far. she is from being. 
able to sing the music it would hardly 
be necessary to say. Miss Garden’s vocal 
. | abilities have long been known to this 
public. The music of “Carmen must 
pre-eminently, be sung; it requires fine 
vocalism, finé art in singing, a power of 
dramatic expression, through song and 
dramatic coloring that can be given only 
to a beautiful voice controlled by art. 
And these things Miss Garden has not, 
and nowhere showed. . Her dramatic con- 
ception is equally devoid of finesse or of 
subtlety. It is brutal, it is commonplace 
in its conception. Miss Garden’s per- 
sonality is powerful, and she has gbun- 
dant ability to project her int éfation 
over the footlights. There was ques- 
tion last evening as to to her force, but 
there was little impression of the Mid- 
iterranean warmth of t Spanish girl’s 
passion, of insinuating charm, of caprice, 
of coquetry, of insidious wile—of the 
things that set the goldier’s heart afire 
and disintegrated his allegiance: It was 
deadly cold and calculated, and it left 
the imagination untouched. here have 
been few Carmens less interesting.

Commissioner Stover Asks for $75,000 
to Bulld One in Central: Park. 


Park Commissioner Stover has asked 
the Board of Estimate for a $75,000 ap- 
propriation with which to build a modern 
and adequate combihed boating and skat- 
ing pavilion in place of the old boathouse 
on the east branch of the Central Park 
lake, opposite Seventy-third Street. 

“The trouble with many New Yorkers 
who use Central Park is that they don’t 
kick about the things they ought to kick 
about,” Park Commissioner Stover said 
yesterday. ‘‘ Except for the Metropolitan 
Muséum of Art there is scarcély a single 
first-class building in-the whole Park.

The disparity regarding the Brooklyn 
figures, as compared with the other bor- 
oughs, it was said, is due to the. fact 
that in 1911 the assessment on Brooklyn 
real estate was made especially high, due 
in part to the anticipated benefits of new 
subways. The figurés were readjusted on; 
the complaint of many Brooklyn prop- 
erty owners. 

Richmond Borough shows a decrease of 
$1,350.000, making the net increase of the 
five boroughs $70,200,000. The assess- 
ment on the real estate of corporations 
shows a net increase of $2,000,000, making 
the total $72,200,000. To offset this there 
is a special frahchise reduction of. $67,- 
869,301, bringing the total net increase of 
the city’s assessment on buildings and 
real estate to $4,330,799. This means an 
increase in the borrowing capacity of the 
city of approximately $400,000, 

The decrease from the tentative assess- 
ment of ordinary real estate of 1912, on 
account of exemptions and _ reductions, 
President Purdy points out, amounts to 
$62,000,000. This reduction, however, he 
adds, should be considered in connection 
with the assessment of 1911 and the in- 
crease of the last two years -should be 
averaged.

Postal Bonds Again Appear. 


For the second time since the deposit- 
prs in Postal Savings Banks have had the 
privilege of converting their funds: into 
Government 2% percent. bonds of & spe- 
cial issue, a batch of the Government se- 
curities has appeared in the regular mar- 
ket channels for conversion back into 
cash. It will be recalled that out of the 
first lot of these special bonds offered in 
July, 1911, of which only $41,900 were 
subscribed to by postal depositors, a lot 
of something Mike $200 came into Wall 
Street for sale within a few months. No 
provision had been made by the Govern- 
ment for converting back into cash the 
bonds which the postal depositors had 
paid par for under the stimulus of the 
extra one-half of 1 per cent. beyond what 
their deposit yielded. Forced to sell, the 
owner of these bonds found that the best 
price the market offered was 46%. Al- 
though he had instructed his broker to ac- 
cept this price, the publicity which the

in His HydroAeropigne Coffyn Gives 
Thrilling Exhibition—Beatty Salis 
from Nassau Boulevard. 


New York had both uptown and down- 
town a€roplane ‘shows “yesterday after- 
noon.- Downtown Frank Coffyn, flying in 
a Wright bh: roplane, circled over 
the lower of Manhattan Island, 
crossed over to Brooklyn, where he sailed 
above the warships in the navy yard ata 
great -height, suddenly descended at a 
sharp angle té a low altitude, and passed 
under both the Manhattan and the Brook- 
lyn Bridge. 

Uptown George W. Beatty, ne flying a 
Wright machine, swept in at a dizzy 
speed from Nassau Boulevard and landed 
gtacefully in the North Meadow in Cen- 
tral Park. Beatty cathe in on a straight 
line from: the ayiation fiela, and after 
circling over the Park several times, to 
the delight of the crowd that had gathered 
there to watch him; came to earth. Call- 
ing up the police at the Arsenal Station, 
he announced his arrival and got permis- 
sion to leave his machine in the Park over 
night. He expects to fly back to Nassau 
Boulevard this morning. 

Coftyn's: flight in the lower part of the 
city was a splendid effort. - Several thou- 
sand persons had assembled in Battery 
Park to watch him circle over the sky- 
scrapers with a moving picture. man. 
Something went wrong with the moving 
picture: machine at the last mifiute,’ tiow- 
ever, and so Ooffyn, rathér than disap- 
point the big’ crowd, decided to fly for 
their entertainment alone: 


At 4:40 P. M. the raft on which the 
hydro-aeroplane rests was towed out-of 
the Pier A basin into the river. A’ few 
minutes later the propellers began to 
whirl, and like a duck taking to the 
water the machine skimmed away in 
the direction of the Jersey shore. <A 
‘choppy sea was running and the wind 
Was blowing thirty miles an hour. For 
about 100 yards the’ machine’ skimmed 
over the water before ‘it went into the 
air. It began to climb immediately, and 


by the time Coffyn was off Rector Street 
he was at least 1,000 feet up: 

Turning into the teeth of the wind, 
Coffyn headed in the direction of Brook- 
lyn, passing over the big buildings on 
State Street and the skyscrapers in lower 
Wall Street. Passing over the city, he 
pointed his machine up the East River, 
passing above the Brooklyn and Manhat- 
tan Bridges, and then shifted his course 
s0 as to pass over the navy yard. Cir- 
cling above the navy yard, he manoeu- 
vred for position, and-then. pointed. his 
machine toward the waters of the East 
River and came down in a series of 
graceful sweeps. At an altitude of per- 
haps 100 feet. he righted the machine and 
started down the river, passing under 
both bridges. 

After passing under. the Brooklyn 
Bridge, he again sought a high altitude, 
and came down the river toward- the 
South Brooklyn shore. Reaching Butter- 
milk Channel, he changed his course and 
swept over vernors Island, and then 
began his final descent, landing in the 
water off the Fire Department pier, the 
meen cutting through the water like 
a@ motor boat and not stopping until the 
fheht pontoons rested on the raft. The 

ht had lasted fourteen minutes, and 
when. going with the wind Coffyn esti- 
mated his speed at more than a mile a 
minute. 

Coffyn said last night that he would 
not make the flight under the bridges 
again. for any amount of money. he 
puffy winds that he encountered under 
the bridges, he said, almost knocked him 
out of his seat and his machine acted 
tay a drunken thing. Under the Brook- 

Bridge he passed 
Lt Fhcaden of at and the heat and 
smoke almost caused him to lose control 
of the machine. 

As for Beatty his visit was entirely un- 
expected. He left Nassau Baulevard at 4 

M., but had been in the air only a 
short time and had covered only a few 
miles’ when goog 8 went wrong with 
his enginé and he d' to come down.
